A TOAD FOR ALL SEASONS 


with Dr. Robert C. Drewes, 
Wednesday, April 14, 2 pm and 7:30 pm 


Have you ever wondered what the difference is 

between a toad and a frog? Here is your chance to find out about 
these tailless amphibians when the Academy’s own Dr. Robert 
Drewes presents a slide-illustrated program for the April meeting. 

During the last few decades, scientists have been discovering 
that frogs are far more complex, diverse and fascinating than was 
previously thought—and now these amphibians seem to be disappearing! 

Herpetologist Dr. Drewes, has spent much of the past 23 years exploring 
swamps, deserts and montane forests in inaccessible parts of Africa and 
related areas such as Madagascar and the Seychelles Islands, in search of 
frogs. He will share his latest research projects which include a study on 
heterocannibalism and kin-selection in the Arabuko-Sokoke Forest in Kenya, 
a biodiversity survey of the Impenetrable Forest, southwest Uganda, and the 
biogeography of the ancient Eastern Arc Mountains of Tanzania. 

Dr. Drewes is a Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society, a member of 
the Species Survival Commission of the IUCN and a Trustee of the Biodiversity Foundation 
for Africa. He has a great love for Africa, its people and history and is an elder of the 
Rendille, a nomadic group inhabiting arid northern Kenya.

Church Human Rights Commis- 
sion. This is a continuing project 
and Mr. Cecil will return to El 
Salvador for further training ses- 
sions and consultation.
